An arsonist was responsible for 
the fire that burned about 30 acres of

yesterday authorities said, and the 
arrest of

Fire 
broke 
out 
on 
mission 
property at 2 13 p.m The scene was 
on the southern edge of Mission 
Hills, near Rucker Road and south 
of Calle Prirnera 
High winds whipped the flames 
through tinder dry brush in an 
easterly direction parallel to a 30- 
yard wide fire break, and toward the 
mission a half mile away. 
County, Air Force and city of 
Lompoc1 fire units aided by a forest 
service chemical bomber swarmed 
over the area as scores of Mission 
Hills residents took to the roof tops 
with garden hoses 
While some 
residents along Calle Prirnera were 
soaking their roofs with water, 
others, aided by friends used garden 
hoses to soak their back yards. A 
reporter asked a woman whether 
she thought the fire would breach 
the fire break and get to her house 
and she replied: “ This is not my 
house, I saw the hose here and 
decided to use it to wet the ground 
down with.” She was Joy Scheurer 
of 3435 Via Cortez, an address 
several blocks from the greatest 
danger. 
The fire was halted four hours 
later, within about a quarter of a 
mile 
of a mission 
park 
ranger's 
residence, according to witnesses. 
Visibility in the area was obscured 
by clouds of smoke that flashed w ith 
flame and sparks as the wind swept 
the fire into fresh brush clumps. 
Witnesses reported a fresh surge 
in the progress of the fire at 3:45 
p.m.

At one point an Air Force tanker 
truck became bogged down in the 
soft sand of the fire break. Before 
extricating the vehicle, operators 
paused to fill the truck’s tanks by 
means of garden hoses strung from 
nearby homes.

several hoses together to pour more 
water on the flames. Scores of 
residents used shovels, hoes and 
rakes to hurl sand on the advancing 
flames.

A new law taking effect 
July 1, 1974, will permit 
California 
motorists 
to 
make a U-turn at a green 
light or a green arrow signal 
unless the intersection is 
posted 
with 
a 
sign 
specifically prohibiting I J - 
turns. 
State Director of Motor 
Vehicles 
Robert 
Cozens 
explained that the previous 
law banned U-turns unless a 
sign was visible saying “ U- 
turn OK.” 
Cozens said that the new 
law brings California into 
conformity with most other 
states and should clear up 
much of the confusion that 
exists, especially with out- 
of-state drivers. He added

vegetables, Mrs. Burpee’s recipes 
will find a place in my kitchen and I 
feel, in many others. Try some of 
these. 


Eggplant and Rice Casserole 


Butter 
1 young eggplant, unpeeled 
Vz small yellow onion, peeled and 
diced 
2 ripe tom atoes, peeled and cut 
into 6 slices 
4 fresh basil leaves 
salt 
Vz cup rice cooked in chicken 
broth 


cracker crumbs 
grated Parmesan cheese. 


Butter a 1 Vz qt. baking casserole. 
Set aside for now. 


Slice the eggplant into eight Vz 
inch slices. Brown lightly on both 
sides in melted butter. Arrange half 
the eggplant slices with half the 
onion on the bottom of the casserole. 
Place three of the tomato slices and 
two of the basil leaves on top. 
Sprinkle with salt. 


Spread with half the rice. Repeat 
layers. Finish with cracker crumbs, 
dot with butter and sprinkle with 
Parmesan 
cheese. 
Bake 
in 
a 
preheated 350 degree oven for 30 
minutes or until piping hot through. 
Serves four. 


Candied Parsnips 


Wash 6-8 parsnips, then boil in 
salted water for 30 minutes or until 
they can be pierced easily with the 
point of a sharp knife. Peel and slice 
lengthwise. 


Arrange flat in a buttered baking 
dish and coat with this syrup. Mix 1- 
3 cup hot water with 1 cup brown 
sugar, firmly packed, until sugar 
has dissolved. Then sprinkle lightly 
with freshly grated nutmeg and 
cinnamon and dot generously with 
some butter. 
Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 
for 45 minutes, basting from time to 
time. Serves six. 


Blueberry Crumb Pudding 


1 cup zwieback crumbs 
(about 8-10 slices) 
V\ cup sugar 
Vz tsp. cinnamon 
3 tbsp. butter, melted 
2 cups blueberries+ 
Vz tsp. grated lemon rind 
Vz cup raspberry juice or any juice 
from canned fruit (not syrup) 
whipped cream or vanilla ice 
cream 


Combine the crumbs, sugar and 
cinnamon. Mix in butter thoroughly. 
Place 1 cup of the blueberries in a 1 
qt. buttered casserole. Cover with 
half 
the 
crumb 
mixture. * Add 
remaining berries and top with the 
remaining crumbs. Mix the lemon 
rind with the fruit juice and add to 
the dish. Press down with a spoon. 
Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 
for 30 minutes. Serve at room 
temperature with whipped cream or 
hot with ice cream. Serves 4-5. 
-I-If frozen blueberries are used, 
add a little extra sugar. Do not thaw 
the berries, but rather, cook the 
pudding another 15 minutes, or a 
total of 45 minutes.

“ AA4S” had been concealed 
under the stamps on the 
cards and mailed to all nine

F B I 
spokesman 
confirmed 
that the 
post 
cards had actually been 
mailed to the justices from 
some point on the west 
coast. He said small packets 
were 
found 
under 
each 
postage stamp, 
but that 
none of the cards reached 
the justices because the 
bulky stamps could not be 
canceled by machines. 


“ An initial (laboratory) 
examination indicated they 
did not contain any noxious 
substance or nerve gas as 
alleged in the cassettes,”

12 01 a m. EDT Monday It would be the second pre-season strike by the 
players since 1970

At 75, still climbing barriers 


Stargell's boomer

York City with such 
world famous milers as Jim 
Kvun. Herb Klliott, Glenn 
Cunningham and Roger Ban­ 
nister.

One miler no one thought to 
invite was Bill Douglas. 
T here was some rationale 
behind this First, most peo­

a r e unaware that 
Bill 
D o u g la s ever ran a mile race. 
Second, those lew — it 
that 
m a n y - w h o did know, were 
a p p r i s e d t h a t D o u g l a s s 
record for Yakima (Wash.) 
High School's track team in 
1913 and 1914 was less than 
spectacular. He never fin­ 
ished better Mian third and, 
as he says today, “ my own 
live-mmute tune was to me 
th e outer limit ot endurance. 
Yet the mile event was, in 
its way, as important to Bill 
Douglas as it was to any Of 
those racing legends 
As a child Douglas con­ 
tra c te d infantile paraly sis. 
There was a question as to 
whether he would ever walk 
He did. hut even in high 
school his legs were stem- 
thin and slightly crippled. He 
felt strong enough, though, to 
liv out tor track He chose the 
mile as his specialty 
The 
afte r-effects of polio still 
caused him to retc h and 
vomit from strenuous exe r­ 
cise, and only after awhile 
did he begin to finish races. 
“ In many w a y s .’ United 
States Supreme Court Justice 
William (). Douglas said re ­ 
cently. 
'that track experi­ 
ence in high school deeply in­ 
fluenced my life." 
He is now 75 and has served 
as a justice for 35 years, 
longer than anyone in the 
Court’s history. He works at 
his cro w d e d desk 
in the 
Supreme Court building in 
g r a y suit an d tie. L ig h t 
ey ela sh es and sa n d y -g r a y 
hair with cow lick give him an 
almost boyish a p p e a r a n c e . 
He looks fit.

Q. Last year there w as a hassle at the Ladies PGA regard­ 
ing alleged cheating by Jane Blalock and in turn she 
brought suit against them. How was this settled? —Anthony 
Jones, Oakland. Calif. 
Definitely unsettled. Ms. Blalock was suspended on June 1, 
1972, by the LPGA for one year, on charges of misplacing the 
ball on the green, etc. She immediately filed suit and got an 
injunction letting her play while her prize money was put in 
escrow. Her suspension was technically lifted last June and 
she got all her money w hen an Atlanta federal judge ruled in 
her favor on a per se anti-trust violation. This has been a p ­ 
pealed by the LPGA to the Fifth Circuit Court an d has not yet 
come to trial, though a pre-trial hearing was held recently. 
Meanwhile Janie plays on as a full-fledged LPGA mem ber 
and won her first tournament in two years this March at San 
Isidro, Mexico. On the legal front, more to come. 
Q. In 1932, Glenn Cunningham of Lawrence (Kansas) high 
set the national high school record for the mile at 4:24. 
Would you kindly list the names and tim es of succeeding 
mile record holders up to and through Jim Ryun? -A lb e rt 
Handley, San Jose, Calif. 
I don t want this to ruh into the advertising columns of 
your friendly newspaper w ith a long list tabulation But you 
should know'that since 1961,30 different high school distance 
runners have run the mile under 4:08, with Ryun achieving 
the ultimate prep m a rk of 3:55.3 for Wichita E ast on June 27, 
1965, in San Diego, Calif. Other sub-four minute milers have 
been Tim Danielson of Chula Vista, Calif. (1966), and Marty 
Liquori of Essex Catholic in Newark, N.J. (1967). 
Q. Who has the record for most yards in a Super Bowl 
game? —Barry Tobin, Wausaukee, Wis. 
I assume you m ean rushing. Until Larry Csonka, future 
fullback of the Memphis “Whatevers,’’ ran wild in Super 
Bowl VIII, the record was held by Matt Snell - 121 yards on 
30 carries for the New York Jets in 1969. Csonka upped those 
figures to 145 yards on 33 carries (and two TD s) for the 
Dolphins last Ja nuary. 
Q. Regarding the Montreal Expos, can you translate the 
baseball positions into French - catcher, pitcher, first 
baseman, etc.? —Curtis Key, Oakland, Calif. 
Without producing a French-English dictionary, these are 
the essential terms: p itc h e r-la n c e u r; c a t c h e r - r e c e v e u r ; 
outfielder—voltigeur; infielder —interieur. And then you go 
into such distinctions as voltiguer de centre for center- 
fielder, premier-but for first baseman, arrets-court for 
shortstop. I like the designation for p in c h -h itter-fra p p e u r 
d ’urgence. It sounds like a sorely-needed ice cre am frappe. 
Q. Can you tell me w ho George Foreman fought in Oak­ 
land and on what dates?

The trustees were also mindful of

pressures:

unemployment in teacher ranks 
elsewhere; 
declining enrollment; 
and in another nagging 
vein 
the 
question of learning, nub of all the 
questions. 


The school board has given every 
indication that it intends to pursue 
recommendations made recently by 
Dr. Bill Williams and a committee 
of 
educators and 
parents. 
The 
question is not only one of integrity, 
but also of credibility. 
Everyone 
will remember the orderly process 
from study, to recommendation, to 
board consideration and finally to 
decisions 
for 
or 
against 
implementation 
The mechanics of the routine are 
almost 
more 
important 
than 
whether the programs are finally 
implemented. 


Those who have followed the fight 
over the Highway 1 Bypass may be 
interested to learn that the issue is 
still being debated in the court of 
appeal. Attorney John Gherini who 
fought the road project along with 
his father, 
Atty. Pier Gherini and 
the late Lompoc attorney, Bruce 
Sharpe, tells me the judges will 
probably set the matter for oral 
argument late in July or early in 
August. That’s just another step in 
the lengthy legal process of appeal, 
but it signals the approaching light 
at the end of the tunnel.

There will be 10 floats in 
the Flower Festival parade 
on Saturday and each one 
represents over six months 
of planning and work 
Entrants start working on 
ideas on Jan i and decide 
upon a theme by Feb. 15. 
The theme is the most 
closely guarded secret this 
side of Vandenberg until the 
time of the parade. 
It’s the duty of the float 
chairman 
to 
keep 
the 
entrants from falling behind 
in 
their schedules. 
This 
year’s 
chairman, 
Jim 
Keeling, has been making 
the phone calls these past 
few months to keep the 
participants mindful of the 
deadlines. 
In addition, the entrants 
must abide by all the rules 
of the Float Committee. 
Floats can be entered by 
organizations in one of the 
six following categories: 
C ivic 
and 
service, 
commercial, 
religious, 
m i l i t a r y , 
youth 
or 
independent 
According 
to 
Keeling, 
commercial 
floats 
may 
carry only the name of the 
sponsoring 
firm 
or 
organization in addition to 
the theme. And there are 
other 
rules 
that 
each 
organization must follow. 
Floats 
can 
be 
self- 
propelled or towed by a 
decorative automobile. All 
surfaces of the float must be 
covered by flowers or some 


other vegetation like trees, 
bark, leaves, grass or even 
beans. 
But they must remain in 
their natural color. 
Floats cannot exceed 15 
feet in height nor be more 
than 
30 
feet 
in 
length 
Keeling 
suggested 
in 
January that the floats be 
designed so that it may be 
seen 
as 
it 
approaches 
spectators. 
This means that a float 
should be built with the low 
part of the float toward the 
front and higher part to the 
rear. 


Judging of the floats is 
broken 
down 
into 
four 
categories: 
Construction, originality, 
beauty 
and 
appeal 
and 
theme. 


Construction, 
which 
is 
worth 200 points, is further 
divided 
into 
care 
in 
construction, effort used, 
durability, visibility of the 
driver 
and 
ventilation. 
Construction is valued at 200 
points. 
Originality is divided into 
creativeness, 
animation, 
relation of one 
part 
to 
another 
and 
whole 
and, 
most 
important, 
the 
arrangement 
of 
detail. 
Originality is also worth 200 
points. 
The 
third 
criteria 
is 
beauty and appeal 
This 
includes completeness of 
decoration, 
blending 
of 
colors, intensity of color and 
attractiveness in general.
